ing the wonderful instinct possessed by the 
o.ininc family, tho one related by n very 
estimable and intelligent Irish Italy the other 
eveuing to a Tross reporter wo think is with- 
out an equal.

Because the excessive action of heat causes 


tho albumen of the moat to set solid, crisps 
up tho fleshy fibres, and prevents heat 
hav- 


ing a gradual access to the interior. 


Why, when good soup or broth is required 


should the meat be put into cold water ? 


Because as tho heat is developed very 


gradually, there occurs an, 
intermixture 


between the juices of the flesh and tlio ex- 
ternal matter. Tho soluble and savory parts 
of tho meat escapo'aud enrich tho soup. 


Why are slews generally healthful and 


digestible ? 


Because, being compounds of various sub- 


stances, they contain all the elements of 
nutrition, and as the office of the stomach is 
to liquefy solid food before digesting it, tho 
previous stewing assists the stomach in this 
particular. 


What causes tho crackling noise when 


lard is put into a frying pan ? 


Lard always contains eome portion of 


water, and it is the expansion of thia water 
into steam, forcing its way through the 
fat, 


which causes tho crackling noise. 


The heat at which fat or oil boils la much 


greater than (he w^tor, Wlien tho crackling 
ceases, tho water has been driven off from 
tho fat, and when tho fat begins to boil or 
bubble, its heat will bo very high. 


Why iu f-ymg fish should, the fat or oil bo 


made very hot before tho fish are put in? 


Because if tho temperature is low when 


tho fish is put into tho flying pan, it be- 
comes sodden iu the filcam formed by. its 
water, but if tho oil bo very much heated 
the water will bo at onco driven off, and tho 
fish nicely brownrd by tho scorching oil. 


Why should fish or meat that is being 


fried be frequently turned? 


Because tho turning assists tho evapora- 


tion of tho water. When tho fish or meat is* 
r'towcd to Ho too long, steam is generated 
under it, nud tho yibstanco becomes sod- 
den; and the moment tho steam is driven 
off, the surface catches to tho hot pan, and 
becomes burnt aud broken, 


Why is broiled meat so juicy and savory? 
Becauso the action of tho fire, hnrctpniug 


its surface, seals up tho pores through which 
tho juices might escape. It acts iu tho 
aarno Way that the sudden dip iuto boiling 
water does upon tho joint of meat, but moro 
effectually. 
To turn boilingmeat, never usa 


a fork, but tongs; a fork opens an escapo 
for tho juice, aud wastes tho best part of 
tho meat 


Why is cabbago rendered moro wholo- 


fiomo and nutritious by being boiled iu two 
waters? 


Because (according to Dr. Paris) cabbages 


contain nn essential oil, which is apt to pro- 
duco bad effects, and ho recommends that 
they should bo boiled in two successive wa- 
toro. till they arc soft aud digestible.—[Ar- 
thur's Magazine.
